No. 5-5/98-TRAI (A & R).—In exercise of the powers conferred upon it under Clause (f) of sub-section 2 of 
Section 36 read with Clause (P) of Sub-section 1 of Section 11 of the Telecom Regulatory Authority of India Act, 1997, the 
Authority hereby makes the following regulation: 

The TRAI (Levy of Fees on services rendered, Petitions, Miscellaneous applications and copy of Judgements) 
Regulations, 1999 

Section 1 

Title, extent and commencement 

1. (i) This Regulation shall be called the TRAI (Levy of fees on service rendered. Petitions, Miscellaneous applications 
and copy of Judgements) Regulation, 1999. 

(ii) This regulation shall cover the levy of fees to be charged on service rendered on filing of petitions, 
miscellaneous applications and for the issue of certified copy of judgements. 

(iii) This Regulation shall come into effect from the date of its publication in the Gazette of India. 

Section □ 

Definition 

2. In this regulation, unless the context otherwise required, 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Telecom Regulatory Authority of India Act, 1997. 

(b) ‘ Authority’ means the Telecom Regulatory Authority of India. 
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(c) ‘Petitioner’ means any person, service provider or any member representing a group of consumers making an 
application or petition in respect of matters under the Act. 

(d) Words and expressions used in this order and not defined but defined in the Act shall have the same meaning 
respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

Section HI 
General 

3. Amendment and annulment: The Authority may, from time to time modify, amend or annul this Regulation either in 
whole or in part. 

4. (n the event of any dispute regarding interpretation of any provisions of this regulation, flic decision of the 
Authority s hal l be final. 

Section IV 
Levy of Fees 

5. The Authority shall levy charges as fee on petitions and applications at the following rates : 

(i) Filing of Petition Rs. 5,000/- (Rupees five thousand) 

(ii) Filing of Miscellaneous application Rs. 1,000/-(Rupees one thousand) 

(iii) The Fee for issue of certified copy Rs. 3/- (Rupees three) (per page) 

of any order of the Authority. 

(iv) Authority shall determine the fee for a particular service sought from it on a case to case basis. 

(v) The fee, so determined, will be intimated to the concerned party before the Authority takes up the task of provid¬ 
ing such a service. 

6. The bench, constituted for hearing a petition may,-however, at its discretion, either reduce or waive the fee payable for 
filing of a Petition or a Miscellaneous application.

The TRAI Meetings for Transaction of Business Regulation, 1999 
Section I 

Title, extent and commencement 

1. (i) This Regulation shall be called the TRAI ‘Meetings for Transaction of business’Regulation, 1999. 

(ii) This regulation shall provide for the time, place and the procedure to be followed at the meetings of the Authority 
held under sub-section (1) of Section 8 of TRAI Act, including quorum necessary for the transaction of business. 

(iii) This Regulation shall come into effect from the date of its publication in the Gazette of India. 

Section II 
Definition 

2. In this regulation, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) 4 Act’ means the Telecom Regulatory Authority of India Act, 1997. 

(b) 4 Authority’ means the Telecom Regulatory Authority of India. 

(c) ‘Secretary’ means the Secretary, Telecom Regulatory Authority of India and includes a person acting for the 
Secretary. 

(d) Words and expressions used in this order and not defined but defined in the Act shall have the same meaning 
respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

Section 111 
General 

3. Amendment and Annulment: The Authority may, from time to time modify, amend, or annul this Regulation either in 
whole or in part. 

4. Interpretation: In the event of any dispute regarding interpretation of any provisions of this legislation, the decision of 
the Authority shall be final and binding. 

Section IV 

Meetings for transaction of Business and Procedure to be followed 

5. The meetings of the Authority shall normally be held at its head office. Whenever circumstances render it expedient to 
hold a meeting elsewhere than inthe Head office at Delhi, the Authority may do so at any otherpalccTtrIndia,13)e place and 
timing shall be decided by the Chairperson, 

6. The meeting for transaction of business shall he held at least once a month. 

7. (a) Tie agenda for the meeting shall be issued with the approval of the Chairperson and in his absence by 

Vice-Chairperson. 

(b) The Agenda for the meeting shall be normally circulated seven days in advance by the Secretary. 

8. The meeting shall be presided over by the Chairperson. If, for any reason, the Chairperson is unable to attend a 
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meeting, the Vice-Chairperson, and in his absence, any other Member chosen by the Members present from amongst them¬ 
selves at the meeting, shall preside over the meeting. 

9. Quorum for transaction of business for a meeting shall be three Members. 

10. (i) Ailiteins that come up for decision of the Authority at a meeting shallbe decided by the majority of the Members 

present and voting, and in the event of equality of votes, the Chairperson or in his absence the person presiding, 
shall have a second or casting vote. 

(ii) If a Member so desires, he may have his different view recorded as a part of the Minutes of the Meeting. 

11 An item not included earlier in the Agenda of a Meeting, may be taken up for consideration, if so approved by the 
Member presiding over the meeting. - r 

12. No act, or proceedings of the Authority shall be invalid merely by reason of any irregularity in the procedure of the 
Authority not affecting merits of the case. 

13. The Secretary shall prepare Minutes of a Meeting and after obtaining the approval of the Chairperson circu¬ 
late them amongst the Members present at the meeting. The Minutes of the Meeting shall be given a continuous 
serial number for a particular financial year (e.g. 7/98-99). The Secretary shall communicate the relevant extracts of 
the decision of the Authority to all concerned for necessary follow-up action and monitor their compliance by evolving 
a suitable reproting system. Periodical reports on follow-up action(s) will he submitted for information of the Authority. 

14. The Chairperson, and in his absence the Vice-Chairperson, may, without prior notice, convene an extraordinary 
meeting at any time or place to consider any item, which in his opinion, requires any urgent decision. 

15. (i) With the approval of the Chairperson and in his absence by the Vice-Chairperson, an issue may be decided on file 

by circulation. 

(ii) The decision of the Chairperson, and in his absence, the Vice-Chairperson, as to whether an item should he 
decided in a Meeting of the Authority or by circulation of the relev an t file shall be fin al. 

16. Ally person, with prior approval of Chairperson or in his absence by the Vice-Chairperson, may be invited to 
attend the meeting for advice/consultation.
